T H E RO M ANCE OF A LEAD M IN E . 


A correspondent of the Chicago Re­ 
publican, describing a visit to the lead 
region of Illinois and Wisconsin, tells 
this story: “ Ono of thorlchcBt nil new 
in Mineral Point lias a story of «orno 
Interest.' Marty yoarg ago n party of 
speculators, adventurers'nil, three in 
Dumber, bought u p a traok of land on 
which to demonstrate a theory lu re~ 
gard to mining whluh one of the party 
had originated. Tho other men, his 
companions and partner*, were the 
money-men of tho company, who had 
been duped by the one who had tho 
pet theory. Ono entire season, from 
early spring to autum n, was spent in 
hard labor by these men; Their ex­ 
penses were rutnoufc. Uo matter, It 
was all in vain; labor and money 
were, alike unavailable, and when the 
winter of that year (1848) camo ón, 
they found themselves’ unable to pro­ 
ceed, and still very far from success. 
They “ pulled up stakes” and went 
away to a neighboring settlement, 
where they tarried foV a few weéhs, 
puttiug up nt tho only public house in 
the place, hoping, as a Inst.resort, to 
effect n salo of their property nnd 
utensils for a sum sufficient to help 
them out of the scrape somewhat. At 
length a stranger arrived at the same 
hotel. He was a Welshman, a miner 
of some experience, and honest nnd 
credulous ns tho day Is long, but un­ 
used to dealing with sharpers, having 
traveled very ljltlo, nnd recently ar­ 
rived in this country. He was looking 
nbout, undecided as to what branch ©f 
tbe mining business in tills region he 
would engogo in, if any. It was not 
strange, therefore, that threo bankrupt 
speculators should succeed in roping 
in tbe believing W elshman,-and in­ 
duce him to purchase tliclr old traps, 
together with tho land. He purchas­ 
ed the whole for $300, and thought ho 
had p nice thing, as the rogues had fis­ 
sured him that, having made a large 
fortune each, they cared lltUe for the 
land on which It was secured. The 
poor fellow wont out to his place in 
the dead of winter, wallowing through 
a decp-snow all the way. Once there, 
he found only a wretched litUo cabin, 
which would but poorly shelter a man 
at such a season. However, ho held 
on hopefully nnd patiently, confident 
that his day would Boon come. So lie 
was out tho long, hard winter, and 
when spring arrived he whb found at 
work with a will. Iu spite of con 
tinued failure, he kept on month after 
month, loth to leave all in which his 
money was invested.
